Against Recession 


Aides Say Message To Predict 


Prosperity, But Defenses Set 


WASHINGTON 
UPI — Although 
P resident Eisenhow er will forecast 
continued prosperity in 1954 when 
he sends his annual economic mes- 
ge to Congress in Jan u ary , his 
ides say he will outline defenses 
against any possible recession. 
The P resident’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers has been work­ 
ing up a stabilization program 
since last spring. 
It calls for four m ain anti-depres­ 
sion steps, ranging from federal 
action to encourage m aintenance 
of high production and em ploym ent 
down to a federal public works pro- 
Jk a m that would be called into 
play only in a dire economic em ­ 
ergency. 
If the public works project are 
needed, officials say, 
only those 
that would contribute to the coun­ 
try ’s long-range productivity and 
economic growth would be built.

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DECEPTIVE FIGURES 
SOVIET UNION IS PUTTING out some 
fearsome statistics indicating it is gaining 


bo rapidly in industrial power and prosper­ 
ity that it will overtake the United States 
in a generation or less. Examination of the 
figures brings interesting results. 
The Soviet cites gains of five per cent 
here, IO per cent there, in steel, oil, elec­ 
trical power, consumer goods, etc. These 
figures are not impressive when compared* 
to American statistics. 
From 1840 to 1880 the United States ex­ 
panded its economy by 730 per cent. A tre­ 
mendous base was created and from then 
on the statistics were less sensational. But 
from 1909 to 1929 the gross national output 
increased 205 per cent. Since 1929 the in­ 
crease has been 259 per cent. There is no 
reason to suppose that in the next 20 years 
the American output will not continue to 
increase by IO per cent a year. 
The Soviet Union boasts that its gross 
product increase this year over last is sev­ 
en per cent, compared to five per cent for 
the United States. But the American base 
is so much larger than Russia’s that a five 
per cent gain here is many times more 
than a seven per cent gain in Russia. 
In America there has been created the 
most gigantic production mechanism in all 
history. Red Russia and its satellites wal­ 
low in a low standard of living while the 
masters in the Kremlin boast of non-exis­ 
tent gains in the economy. 


OFF THE PRESS 
NEW SOCIAL REGISTER for 1954 is out 
in New York, and as usual there’s a great 
deal of buzzing about who's listed and who 
ain’t (isn’t, that is). 
Authorities on the subject take due note 
that President and Mrs. Eisenhower have 
been omitted, as have been Jam es Roose­ 
velt, the late President's oldest son, and 
the Milford Havens (whoever they are), 
who it appears are involved in a divorce 
suit. 
The Eisenhower deletion is believed to 
have been occasioned by his move to Wash­ 
ington, but some social register buffs have 
taken pains to point out they still have a 
New York City voting address. 
One rational note about the whole busi­ 
n e s s is that there are more Smiths in the 
book than anybody, including the Joneses— 
and Smyths. There must be a moral to this 
somewhere, but that, like the significance 
of the register itself, requires clarification. 


BURROWING REDS 
PRIVATE DETECTIVE agencies pro­ 
tecting business and industries report there 
is rising concern about Communist infiltra­ 
tion in plants and offices. Such agencies 
have doubled their forces in fftur years and 
this year are 20 per cent more active than 


Few articles in our Constitution have 
been as unfittingly used by witnesses be- 
fore^ongressional committees as the Fifth 
Amendment. Action, under it, has become 
so vulgar that one witness did not even 
trouble to plead. He shouted, “Fifth!” 
“Fifth!” “Fifth!” 
The Fifth Amendment reads: 
“No person shall be held to answer for a 
capital, or otherwise infamous crime, un­ 
less on a presentment or indictment of a 
Grand Jury, except in cases arising in the 
land or naval forces, or in the M i l i t i a , 
when in actual service in time of War or 
public danger; nor shall any person be 
subject for the same offence to be twice 
put in jeopardy of life or limb; nor shall be 
compelled in any criminal case to be a 
witness against himself, nor be deprived of 
life, liberty, or property, without d u e 
process of law; nor shall private property 
be taken for public use, without just com­ 
pensation.’ 
Obviously this Amendment involves a 
number of rights. In the instances before 
current Congressional committees, o n l y 
one clause is made to apply, namely: 
. .nor shall be compelled in any crim­ 
inal case to be a witness against h i m- 
self. . 
This clause can only be applied in a mat­ 
ter involving a criminal case. If the statute 
of limitations has run, there is no criminal 
case and therefore the Amendment does 
not apply. 
It is to be presumed, therefore, t h a t 
whenever a witness pleads under the Fifth 
Amendment he knows that his conduct has 
been such that, if discovered, he could be 
prosecuted for a crime. In many instances, 
this crime could be perjury. 
In Robertson v. Baldwin it was held that 
it the witness benefited by the statute of 
limitations (lapse of time), a pardon,or a 
statutory enactment, he could not also ben­ 
efit by the Fifth Amendment. In a word, 
this right can only be used when it is clear 
that a person may actually incriminate 
himself in a punishable crime. 
Many witnesses before Congressional 
committees are therefore using this plea 
incorrectly and could be held in contempt, 
because they are withholding information 
for which they cannot be punished, unless 
it is perjury. 
It has been claimed that the F i f t h 
Amendment protects the innocent as well 
as the guilty. This is nonsense. 
| 
The entire Amendment deals only wittf 
infamous crimes. In Ex parte Wilson (114 
U. S. 417, 426 (1885)), it is made clear that 
the purpose of the Amendment was to limit 
the powers of the legislature as well as the 
j prosecuting officers of the United States in 
criminal matters; no declaration of Con­ 
gress that a crime is infamous is needed 
to secure or competent to defeat the Con­ 
stitutional safeguard.

Recovery Room Aids Surgery 
1

THE success of an operation no 
longer rests solely on the sur­ 
geon’s 
and 
the 
anaesthetist’* 
skill, but many times, on the 
nursing care the patient receives 
immediately following surgery. 
This period is one of the moat 
dangerous for a patient. 
In many ways, it is a more im­ 
portant time than the period 
when the actual surgery is being 
performed, for the patient’s every 
reaction is watched and tended. 
In those early hours following 
surgery, many catastrophies such 
as shock, collapse of the lungs, 
or loose clots In the blood vessels 
can overtake the patient. For 
these reasons, whenever possible, 
a nurse should be in constant 
attendance during these critical 
first hours. 
M any h o sp itals today are 
guarding against complications 
by setting up units near the op­ 
erating rooms known as recovery 
rooms. 
Specialized Care 
These rooms provide an area 
where a group of patients can 
be observed constantly until the 
crucial period following anes­ 
thesia has safely passed. The 
patient recovering from surgery 
can thus have specialized care 
from nurses who are specially 
trained to bbserve, p atien u fresh 
from operative procedures, and 
to observe any complications th at 
m ight develop.

Since 
visitors are necessarily not al­ 
lowed in recovery rooms, there 
may be some needless anxiety for 
the relatives. 
However, the tremendous de­ 
crease in m ortality and in com­ 
plications with the innovation of 
recovery room procedures has far 
superseded the only slight draw ­ 
back to it.

In a word, the A m endm ent sets 
oui to safeguard a person from tes­ 
tifying against him self in a crim ­ 
inal m atter for which he can be 
punished. Therefore, if no taim e 
has been com m itted, the Amend­ 
m ent does not apply. 
The innocent are never involved 
in its safeguards, because the in­ 
nocent cannot be punished f o r a 
crim e which they have not com ­ 
m itted. If falsely accused, the in­ 
nocent can testify in th eir own de­ 
fense. 
This privilege m ay be waived at 
discretion, but once it has b e e n 
waived, the witness m ust m ake full 
disclosure. The question then arises 
whether an employee of the Gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States may 
not waive the privilege of self-in­ 
crim ination in advance of obtaining 
em ploym ent by the governm ent in 
sensitive work. 
He could not be deprived of this 
Constitutional right by an act of 
Congress, but em ploym ent by the 
United States is a privilege and not 
a right and the G overnm ent can 
withhold em ploym ent w ithout ex­ 
planation. It is under no com pul­ 
sion to employ anyone, although the 
Civil 
Service and the 
V eterans 
Preference Acts do provide safe­ 
guards for those already employed.
